CHICAGO. Ju ne 24 (UP)—The

du ring a strike at Camden March 
31-Ju ly 21, 1939. 
Lose Protection

The only lasting solu tion to post­

Batt said that the United States, 
in bu ilding its defense to the point 
of safety from atack, already is 
doing many things that will affect 
the national economy almost as 
mu ch as active participation in 
the war.
